THE BEGINNING OF AUGUSTA 


(Editor’s note—This is the first of 
a series of articles devoted to the his- 
tory of AMA and of those interesting 
characters connected with this beloved 
school). 

We have but little information of the 
childhood of Prof. Charles S. Roller, 
the founder of the Augusta Military 
Academy. We have searched but our 
efforts were in vain. The “Great Mas- 
ter,” as he was known to hundreds and 
hundreds of alumni was better known 
locally as “Professor Roller.” To de- 
scribe him, we must picture a man of 
the height of Major or Colonel Roller 
with the same shaped nose (a cross 
between an aquiline and Roman type) 
with the same type of eyes and fore- 
head of his sons. Try to picture Doc- 
tor Roller in your mind and you will 
have almost the exact duplication of 
“Professor Roller.” He was a man of 
stern principles and lofty ideals. He 
was a great reader and inspired his 
students to be lovers of good books 
and authors. He had entered the Civil 
War under the Confederate flag and 
rode in “Stuart’s Cavalry.” At that 
time was attending the University of 
Virginia, but left that institution to 
take up the cause of the South in the 
Great Rebellion. At the end of the 
war he finished his studies at Virginia. 
He had chosen as his life’s mate a most 
charming and beautiful lady from 
Lynchburg, Va., the Miss Rosabelle 
Judith Moorman. He brought his bride 
here to Fort Defiance to reside and he 
built the house in which Col. and Mrs. 
Robinson now reside as the home for 
his beloved wife. It was here in 1879 
that Professor and Mrs. Roller con- 
ceived the idea of founding a boarding 
school for boys. Prior to this time he 
had been teaching at a Church School 
adjoining and in conjunction with the 
Stone Church. The present home of 
the Robinson’s housed the first board- 
ers and they probably numbered five 
students. The attendance at the Aca- 
demy (day school) on the hill was very 
large but that of the boarding school 
quite small. Gradually the school began 
to grow, with the Mess Hall (front 
part of present building, above and be- 
low right) being built in 1884, and the 
“Barracks” (academic building) con- 
structed in a spot between the present 
infirmary and the Post Exchange, with 
class rooms below and a large hall 
above for dances (which often took 
much persuasion to be held). 

It was the (1887) Sunday custom for 
all students to come to Mrs. Roller’s 
Parlor for religious and devotional ex- 
ercises.

ing to deah ole Augustah this year.” 
“Why I remember that you all were 
graduated from here last June with a 
“Magna kum laudah.” “Of course, you 
are just returning for a visit.” The 
gentlemen in question attempted to 
stammer with a “Why Suh..........” but 
the Captain would not let him speak. 
He called to Major Dean and the 
rest of the faculty, who, at once, 
rushed over to make out what was 
standing in front of Capt. Hart. Upon 
a close study Maj. McCue discovered 
that it was a human, and then realized 
its name. Fumbling rapidly through 
the little file box, Maj. McCue came 
up with a card. “Here is your card 
Stubbs Parker. There is a slight mis- 
take, “Your name here is marked 
down as Rubin; however I suppose 
that it is a mistake made in the office. 
With a twist of the wrist, Maj. chang- 
ed the name to Stubbs. He then 
handed the card to Stubbs and directed 
him to Capt. Parkins and Capt. Fifer, 
who take care of the financial end of 
the situation.

(Continued from Page 3) 

This was the beginning of the 
present YMCA and continue every 


evening throughout the school year 
until her death, to be a regular feature 
of the life at Augusta until 1909 when 
she passed on to her well-earned rest 
in the “Great Beyond.” A year later 
Col. Roller started the YMCA. Profes- 
sor Roller was so well versed in deal- 
ing with boys that it was common for 
the folks in the vicinity to come to 
him to hear and try their civil and 
personal disputes. He was regarded as 
an outstanding authority on civil law. 
He often remarked that “there is no 
difference between man and boy.” Wise 
were his decisions and just. 


He started the famous Ciceronian 
Literary Society in 1874, always the 
feature of the “final” exercises which 
brought to an end the academic year. 
It was in 1890 that he instituted mili- 
tary training and uniforms. The school 
grew until it had attained a member- 
ship of 60-70 boys in the year that he 
passed on (1908). This was considered 
a very large student body in those 
days. The first government inspection 
did not come until 1917, and few are 
the years since then that we have 
not been rated as an Honor school by 
the War Department. The present 
“Building on the Hill” was constructed 
in 1934. The “J” Barracks was once 
the home of Major and Mrs. Roller it 
having been replaced by the preten- 
tious home “White Hall” and moved 
to its present position. The Main Bar- 
racks was built in 1915 and occupied 
the following year. The memorial Gym 
was constructed in 1929 and is still one 
of the largest as well as the best equip- 
ped physical plants in the South. 

Of absorbing interest in the recol- 
lections of the “commencement” exer- 
cises held in the earlier days. The pro- 
gram originally began with the Bac- 
calaureate Sermon on Sunday and end- 
ed with the meeting of the Ciceronian 
Literary Society on Wednesday even- 
ing. For a long time nothing happen- 
ed in the interim. The Wednesday af- 
ternoons was the occasion of the sham 
battle which drew thousands and thou- 
sands of persons from far and wide to 
witness this mock battle. The grounds 
for hundreds of yards in all directions 
were gorged with horses and buggies 
(common was a stampede when the 
cannon went off starting the conflict). 
Then the spectators would sit out un- 
der the spacious trees which existed in 
those days and eat their supper which 
they had brought along with them. 
After which, all that could, would as- 
semble in the Academic Hall and listen 
to the Ciceronian Society present its 
program. There were no diplomas 
given. It is agreed that many of the 
leading legislators of this state had 
their beginnings at these exercises. It 


was not until 1902-03 that the present 
Tuesday evening dance (Final Ball) 
was begun as a part of Finals. It was 
the present principal who enlarged and 
filled in the remaining blanks at the 
final program. 

Prof. and Mrs, Roller were both 
persons of farsightedness. They were 
considered years ahead of their times, 
and time alone has continued to add 
to their honors. They were the first 
in the state to advocate free schooling 
for the working classes; they were the 
first to put into operation a boarding 
school for boys; they were the first to 
believe that the home should be a thing 
of beautuy both inside and ou‘, and the 
same time very liveable; they were the 
first to start building their homes back 
from the roads; they were the first to 
start the conservation movement of re- 
claiming ruined land; all of the trees 
along the school driveway were planted 
by our founders and the shrubs and 
trees on the Robinson residence bear 
witness to care and love of horticul- 
ture that Prof. and Mrs. Roller had 
all during their life. Space does not 
permit more of this article. Future 
issues will supplement these sketches.
